PREFACE 
Medical  Services 

Three  years  ago  a large  scale  Dental  Health  Campaign  involving 
the  South-East  of  Scotland  took  place.  This  proved  so  successful 
that  another  campaign  covering  the  West  of  Scotland  was  held  and  in 
March  of  this  year,  arising  out  of  the  experience  gained,  a.  larg;e 
campaign  covering  the  whole  of  Scotland  took  place.  Again  this 
campaign  proved  successful  and  a full  description  of  the  part  played 
by  Midlothian  and  Peeblesshire  is  given  in  the  Chief  Dental  Officer  s 
report. 

This  concentrated  piece  of  Health  Education,  however,  was  only 
part  of  the  programme  held  during  the  school  session.  Although 
there  has  been  a fall  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  secondary  schools 
who  have  received  talks,  this  has  been  compensated  for  by  a twofold 
increase  in  the  number  of  children  of  primary  school  age  receiving 
health  teaching.  This  is  a most  encouraging  feature  because  this  is 
the  age  when  bad  habits  and  misconceptions  can  be  more  readily 
altered.  That  this  increase  in  talks  in  primary  schools  has  taken  place 
is  in  no  small  way  due  to  the  headteachers  and  teachers  of  the  schools 
concerned,  for  without  their  ready  co-operation  to  alter  their  already 
full  timetables  these  talks  could  not  have  been  given. 
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Another  change  has  taken  place  in  the  Orthopaedic  service.  As  a 
result  of  being  more  selective  in  the  number  of  cases  referred  for  the 
consultant’s  advice  the  number  of  cases  seen  by  the  consultant  has 
fallen.  However,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  re- 
quests from  the  Hospital  Service  to  supervise  cases  on  an  after-care 
basis.  An  increase  has  also  taken  place  in  the  number  of  children 
attending  Dalkeith  High  School  for  pool  therapy.  A colour  film 
lasting  twenty  minutes  showing  the  work  carried  out  in  the  pool  was 
made  during  the  session  and  has  been  very  favourably  received  when- 
ever the  film  has  been  shown  in  the  County. 

A very  useful  piece  of  research  was  completed  during  the  session  by 
Dr  Morrison,  one  of  our  medical  staff.  This  involved  the  compari- 
son of  different  types  of  vision  testing  methods  and  was  carried  out 
in  five  schools.  As  a result  of  these  tests,  it  has  been  possible  to 
determine  the  most  useful  test  for  use  in  the  new  school  entrant,  and 
so  minimise  the  missing  of  any  visual  defect  which  could  hinder  the 
child’s  education. 

In  1956  a pilot  survey  was  carried  out  amongst  nine  year  old 
children  to  determine  the  best  way  of  testing  for  colour  blindness. 
As  a result  of  this  trial,  since  1957  colour  blindness  tests  have  been 
carried  out  on  all  nine  year  old  school  children. 

In  1952  audiometric  tests  were  carried  out  under  special  arrange- 
ment by  testers  from  St  Giles  School  for  Hard  of  Hearing  Children, 
Edinburgh,  on  seven  and  eleven  year  old  school  children.  Five  years 
later  five  year  old  school  children  were  included.  In  addition  to  these 
three  age  groups  of  children  tested,  retests  are  made  of  all  known 
defective  cases  and  in  all,  some  seven  thousand  children  are  tested 
each  year.  The  results  of  all  the  tests  are  entered  in  the  appropriate 
school  medical  cards.  As  soon  as  possible  after  testing,  defective 
children  are  examined  by  the  school  medical  officers  to  ascertain 
whether  there  may  be  any  physical  defects  present  to  account  for  the 
loss  of  hearing.  Children  may  then  be  referred  for  further  observa- 
tion by  the  school  medical  officer  or  to  the  family  doctor  for  treat- 
ment, or  to  an  ear,  nose  and  throat  specialist,  or  to  the  hearing  aid 
clinic,  for  provision  of  necessary  hearing  aids.  General  practitioners 
are  advised  of  all  action  taken  and  are  given  copies  of  the  specialist’s 
reports. 

In  1962  the  Secretary  of  State  invited  authorities  to  consider  the 
efficiency  of  certain  aspects  of  the  School  Health  Service  and  sug- 
gested an  alternative  method  of  health  supervision  making  use  of 
parental  questionnaires,  use  of  child  welfare  records,  consultation 
with  the  school  nurse  and  with  the  school  teacher.  As  mentioned  in 
the  preface  to  my  school  health  report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st 
July,  1963,  I felt  that  the  routine  examination  for  five  year  olds  was 
efficiently  carried  out. 

In  my  report  for  1961, 1 gave  the  results  of  an  enquiry  regarding  the 
usefulness  of  the  routine  examination  at  nine  years  of  age  and  indi- 
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cated  that  such  an  examination  did  have  value  and  should  be  con- 
tinued. 

The  alternative  method  of  health  supervision  has  been  carefully 
considered,  but  I am  not  entirely  convinced  that  this  alternative 
method  can  improve  on  our  present  arrangements  which  have  there- 
fore been  continued. 


Dental  Service 

Mr  Neilson,  Chief  Dental  Officer,  reports  as  follows: 

The  School  Year  started  and  finished  with  one  dental  surgery 
assistant  short  of  establishment  and  during  the  intervening  time  two 
resignations  were  received  and  two  replacement  appointments  made. 

It  may  be  recalled  that  the  previous  dental  auxiliary  terminated  her 
appointment  in  June  1964  and  it  was  not  possible  to  appoint  a 
successor  until  18th  January,  1965. 

Altogether,  184  dental  officer  sessions  were  lost  due  to  illness,  which 
is  equivalent  to  a loss  of  clinical  work  amounting  to  approximately 
1 8 1 weeks.  In  addition  to  this,  243  sessions — or  just  over  24  weeks — 
were  lost  by  illness  of  dental  surgery  assistants.  Absence  due  to 
illness  always  affects  clinical  output,  whether  due  to  absence  of  staff 
or  absence  of  patients.  This  is  more  particularly  evident  in  a County 
area  on  account  of  distances  involved  and  the  problem,  whenever 
possible,  of  providing  a substitute. 

The  two  mobile  dental  units,  despite  advancing  years,  continue  to 
make  a valuable  treatment  contribution  to  schools  in  both  Counties 
where  clinic  facilities  are  inadequate.  Both  units  have  already  out- 
outlived  the  recognised  caravan  life  but,  thanks  to  regular  mainten- 
ance, have  kept  going  amazingly  well.  Unfortunately  during  the 
early  autumn  the  Midlothian  mobile  surgery  had  to  be  withdrawn 
from  service  for  emergency  roof  repairs  owing  to  serious  water 
leakages  and  fungus  formation.  This  necessitated  extensive  work 
which  also  involved  renewal  of  hard  board  walls  and  a new  fibre 
glass  roof  and  supporting  structures  to  make  it  weatherproof  and  thus 
to  prolong  its  active  service  to  the  County. 

The  popularity  of  the  orthodontic  service  continues  unabated  and 
is,  of  necessity,  restricted  to  the  number  of  patients  capable  to 
receiving  adequate  supervision  during  their  courses  of  treatment 
without  detracting  from  the  time  available  for  remedying  the  dental 
defects  of  others.  This  scheme  functions  smoothly  under  the  Con- 
sultant coverage  of  Dr  W.  Russell  Logan  to  whom  all  members  of  the 
dental  staff  wish  to  express  their  indebtedness  for  his  keen  interest  and 
active  help  in  this  absorbing  dental  speciality.  A summary  of  the 
orthodontic  work  appears  on  Tables  XIX  and  XIXa.  of  the  Ap- 
pendix. 

The  general  anaesthetic  service  provided  by  Dr  G.  Macgregor  Rose 
still  retains  its  popularity  with  both  parents  and  staff  alike.  The 
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waiting  list  fluctuates  slightly  around  the  two  months  mark,  but  an 
additional  weekly  “Gas  Session”  commencing  in  October  should  help 
considerably  in  reducing  the  period  of  waiting.  This  arrangement 
will  bring  the  number  of  “gas  sessions”  to  four  per  week,  one  short  of 
the  five  previously  authorised.  All  members  of  the  dental  staff  wish 
to  record  their  gratitude  to  Dr  Rose  for  the  pleasant  and  efficient  way 
in  which  he  undertakes  this  difficult  work  especially  when  dealing  with 
the  very  young. 

Dental  Health  Education.  This  important  subject  is  rightly,  if 
gradually,  absorbing  more  time  and  during  the  latter  half  of  the  school 
year  the  dental  auxiliary  gave  systematic  class  room  talks  in  five 
Midlothian  primary  schools  in  addition  to  other  propaganda  work 
carried  out  by  the  dental  officers. 

In  Peeblesshire,  the  Happy  Smile  theme  is  introduced  to  all  five  year 
old  school  entrants  who  are  provided  with  a special  card  to  record 
their  daily  teeth  cleaning  over  a period  of  several  weeks  and  on 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  card,  a lapel  badge  is  awarded  to 
signify  membership  of  the  “Happy  Smile  Club”  and  understanding  of 
the  four  rules  of  dental  health. 

The  All  Scotland  Dental  Health  Month  proposed  by  the  Scottish 
Home  and  Health  Department  and  involving  all  Scottish  Local 
Authorities,  was  an  outstanding  but  time  consuming  feature  of  the 
year.  It  will  be  recalled  that  a previous  Dental  Health  Education 
Campaign  confined  to  south-east  Scotland  took  place  in  the  early 
months  of  1962  and  secured  an  enthusiastic  response  from  the  children 
with  most  encouraging  and  worthwhile  results  but  unfortunately, 
during  the  intervening  time,  a decline  in  hygiene  standards  became 
evident  and  the  March  1965  effort  was  organised  for  the  dual  purpose 
of  re-awakening  and  stimulating  interest  in  dental  care.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  was  successfully  accomplished. 

The  March  Campaign  followed  a similar  pattern  to  that  of  1962 
and  was  supported  by  press,  radio,  television  and  numerous  posters 
and  films  freely  provided  through  the  agency  of  the  Central  Depart- 
ment. 

The  former  Mr  Happy  Smiles  were  re-appointed  in  both  Counties 
and  throughout  the  campaign  they  visited  various  primary  schools 
presenting  the  children  with  apples  or  toothpaste  for  satisfactorily 
answering  questions  on  dental  care. 

National  Poster  Competition 

This  entirely  new  feature  created  wide  publicity  throughout  Scot- 
land. It  was  open  to  school  children  of  all  ages  and  involved  four 
separate  groups — two  primary  and  two  secondary.  All  schools  were 
invited  to  compete  and  certificates  provided  by  the  Central  Depart- 
ment were  awarded  to  the  top  three  competitors  of  each  group  in  the 
respective  schools. 

The  first  prize  posters  from  each  group  in  the  individual  schools 
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were  then  judged  by  a selected  panel  of  judges  to  determine  the 
respective  County  or  Burgh  champions  and  runners-up  in  each  of  the 
four  groups  and  prizes  were  subsequently  awarded  by  the  various 
local  committees. 

The  first  prize  winning  posters  from  all  Authorities  were  forwarded 
to  St  Andrew’s  House  for  adjudication  in  the  National  Competition 
and  Midlothian  was  honoured  in  having  the  first  National  Prize 
Winner  in  the  5 to  7 Age  Group. 

A National  Prize-giving  Ceremony  was  held  in  the  Edinburgh 
College  of  Art  on  Saturday,  3rd  April,  when  Mr  E.  G.  Willis,  Minister 
of  State  for  Scotland  made  the  presentations. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign  the  Chairman  of  Midlothian 
Health  and  Welfare  Committee  kindly  devoted  three  half  days  to 
visitation  of  ten  schools  where  the  assembled  pupils  were  appro- 
priately addressed  and  the  twelve  County  prize  winners  suitably 
rewarded. 

In  Peeblesshire  the  prizes  for  the  Poster  Competition  were  awarded 
to  the  pupils  concerned  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  presentation  of 
prizes  in  their  respective  schools. 

The  most  outstanding  event  of  the  Peeblesshire  campaign  took  place 
in  Broughton  Village  Hall  on  Tuesday,  30th  March,  when  the  resi- 
dents in  that  neighbourhood  turned  out  in  force  to  attend  a “Dental 
Night”  organised  by  Mr  A.  F.  Fox,  Head  Teacher  of  Broughton 
Central  School  ably  supported  by  his  staff.  The  highlight  of  the 
evening  was  a short  musical  play  entitled  The  Happy  Smile  written  by 
Miss  Margaret  Norrie,  a Tullieallan  school  teacher.  This  play  was 
most  enthusiastically  performed  with  amazing  success  by  the  pupils  of 
Broughton  School.  The  school  choir  provided  additional  light  enter- 
ment  followed  by  a visit  from  “Mr  Happy  Smile,”  and  a dental  film 
show  introduced  with  a short  address  on  Dental  Health.  This  con- 
cluded a most  successful  evening  which  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  a 
large  audience  including  officials  from  St  Andrew’s  House.  Mr  Fox, 
his  staff  and  pupils  are  to  be  congratulated  for  such  a worthwhile  and 
outstanding  effort. 

Our  indebtedness  to  the  Scottish  Wholesale  Fruit  Traders  Associa- 
tion must  be  recorded  for  its  generosity  in  gifting  27  cases  of  apples 
for  distribution  to  the  children  during  the  campaign,  also  to  the  tooth- 
paste manufacturers  for  the  liberal  provision  of  samples  for  the  same 
purpose.  Thanks  are  also  expressed  for  an  unique  gift  to  Mid- 
lothian of  six  automatic  toothbrushes  from  Messrs.  Ronson  Products 
Ltd.  These  were  awarded  to  the  four  first  prize  poster  winners  of 
each  group,  one  brush  as  a special  prize  confined  to  twelve  year  old 
competitors,  and  one  for  the  most  outstanding  poster. 

So  many  people  have  been  involved  in  the  “Back  Room  Work” 
in  connection  with  the  Campaign  that  it  is  quite  impossible  to  mention 
them  all  by  name  but  our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  all  concerned. 

In  conclusion,  all  the  members  of  the  dental  staff  desire  to  acknow- 
ledge their  indebtedness  to  Head  Teachers,  Class  Teachers,  Medical 
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Officers,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Staff  of  the  County 
Health  Department  for  continued  help  and  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.  Sincere  thanks  must  also  be  recorded  to  the  County  Trans- 
port Officer  of  Midlothian  and  the  County  Surveyor  of  Peeblesshire 
for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  Mobile  Dental  Units  and  equipment 
have  been  safely  transported  throughout  the  Counties. 


1 would  wish  to  acknowledge  the  support  of  the  various  Committees 
of  the  two  Councils  and  would  also  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  staff 
of  the  Education  Departments  for  their  help  by  precept  and  example 
in  moulding  the  future  outlook  and  behaviour  of  the  pupils.  To  all 
my  own  staff  for  another  excellent  year’s  work,  I am  deeply  grateful.

ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

This  is  as  given  in  the  Report  for  1963-64. 

First-Aid  Appliances  in  Schools 

All  schools  are  issued  with  first-aid  boxes.  Differing  types  of 
“boxes”  are  used  and.  for  convenience,  these  have  been  named 
Central,  Departmental,  Technical,  Gymnasium  and  Classroom  Boxes. 

Larger  schools  are  issued  with  a number  of  boxes  for  different 
departments,  and  a list  of  the  contents  of  each  box  is  given  in  a 
separate  sheet  (where  applicable).  The  location  of  the  boxes  is  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Head  Teacher. 

Two  of  the  boxes  require  special  mention: 

(1)  In  schools  with  a nearby  playing  field,  the  Gymnasium  Box 
is  fitted  so  that  it  can  also  be  used  on  the  playing  field. 

(2)  In  Primary  Schools  with  Infant  Classes,  a “Classroom  Box” 
is  also  issued  for  such  classes.  This  box  contains  just  a few 
articles  of  equipment  for  very  minor  injuries,  the  idea  being 
that  such  injuries  can  be  treated  by  the  teacher  without  the 
need  for  the  child  to  leave  the  classroom. 

Replenishment  is  made  from  the  Head  Office  on  request  by  the  Head 
Teacher. 

School  Closure 

No  schools  or  classes  were  closed  for  Public  Health  reasons  during 
the  year.  3418  children  (Midlothian,  3322;  Peeblesshire,  96) 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases  were  temporarily  excluded  during 
the  session.  Details  are  given  in  Tables  X (Midlothian)  and  Xa 
(Peeblesshire). 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term,  the  Return  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  submitted  monthly  by  Head  Teachers,  was  revised  and 
simplified.  The  regulations  regarding  the  exclusion  from  school  of 
cases  and  contacts  were  also  revised  and  details  of  the  new  exclusion 
periods  were  circulated  to  all  school  health  service  staff.  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  General  Practitioners  and  Head  Teachers. 

Any  notification  of  a case  or  a contact  of  Scabies  was  immediately 
followed  up  by  a Health  Visitor  home  visit.  All  child  and  adult  cases 
or  contacts  were  checked  and  if  not  already  receiving  treatment  were 


referred  to  the  family  Doctors.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS 

During  the  past  school  session  all  toilet  accommodation  in  the 
primary  schools  was  inspected  to  assess  it  from  the  hygienic  aspect  and 
also  to  determine  whether  there  were  sufficient  fittings  for  the  number 
of  pupils  on  the  school  roll. 

The  accommodation  in  the  majority  of  schools  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  However,  in  two  schools  the  accommodation  was  sub- 
standard. Pathhead  Primary  School  has  the  toilet  accommodation 
situated  outside  the  school  building,  and  this  accommodation  was  not 
at  all  satisfactory.  The  lavatory  pans  in  both  the  boys’  and  girls’  toilets 
were  in  poor  condition,  and  the  floors  of  the  toilets  were  wet  and 
rather  dirty.  Roller  towels  were  available  for  hand  drying  and  the 
towels  were  changed  only  once  a week.  The  other  school  which  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  was  Cousland  Primary  School.  Again 
this  was  a school  with  toilet  accommodation  outside  the  school 
building,  but  both  these  schools  are  due  to  have  alterations  carried 
out  in  the  near  future. 

Washing  facilities  were  adequate  in  all  schools  except  Penicuik 
Episcopal  Primary  School  and  Penicuik  R.C.  Primary  School,  both 
of  whom  shared  the  same  accommodation,  and  for  Newtongrange 
Primary  School.  Washing  facilities  in  these  schools  could  only  be 
carried  out  with  cold  water,  hot  water  not  being  available.  Penicuik 
Episcopal  Primary  School  from  the  start  of  session  1965-66  will  share 
accommodation  with  Cuiken  School.  Alterations  are  due  to  take 
place  in  Newtongrange  Primary  School  and  it  is  planned  to  replace 
Penicuik  R.C.  Primary  School  with  a modem  school. 

All  the  primary  schools  have  changed  to  paper  towels  for  hand 
drying  except  for  Cockpen  School  which  still  uses  roller  towels.  Two 
other  schools  Ratho  and  Parkhead  use  both  paper  and  roller  towels. 


NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AND  EXTENSIONS 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Architect  for  the  following  informa- 
tion. 

The  following  works  were  completed  or  were  substantially  com- 
pleted by  31st  July,  1965: 

Currie  New  Secondary  School.  This  large  new  Senior  Secondary 
School  is  in  the  final  stages  of  construction  and  shall  be  occupied 
probably  in  August. 

Dalkeith  High  School.  Alterations  to  provide  additional  tutorial 
rooms  and  toilets  have  been  carried  out. 

East  Calder  J.S.  School.  Additions  to  provide  an  assembly  hall 
and  kitchen  have  been  completed. 


Langlaw  Primary  School.  The  provision  of  an  additional  block  of 
two  temporary  classrooms  was  made  and  the  heating  of  the  existing 
temporary  classrooms  was  altered  and  improved. 

Newbridge  Primary  School.  A further  temporary  classroom  was 
added  to  the  existing  timber  block  and  improved  dining  facilities  were 
partially  completed  within  the  main  building. 

Penicuik  R.C.  Primary  School.  Limited  internal  toilet  facilities 
have  been  provided  in  the  school. 

Ratho  Primary  School.  The  extension  of  the  playground  at  this 
school  to  compensate  for  space  lost  due  to  building  extensions,  has 
been  completed. 

Riverside  Primary  School,  Livingston  New  Town.  Construction  of 
this  new  two-stream  primary  school,  the  first  in  the  New  Town,  is  well 
advanced  and  shall  be  available  for  occupation  when  required. 

West  Calder  New  High  School.  This  large  new  Senior  Secondary 
school  has  been  completed  and  occupied.

THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Number  Examined.  In  accordance  with  S.H.H.D.  Circular  20/1964’ 
the  following  groups  of  children  underwent  systematic  inspection: 

(1)  Entrants  (children  entering  school  for  the  first  time). 

(2)  Pupils  bom  in  1957  (Visual  Acuity  and  Hearing  only). 

(3)  Pupils  bom  in  1955. 

(4)  Pupils  bom  in  1951. 

(5)  Pupils  bom  in  1948. 

(6)  Other  systematic  examinations — pupils  not  previously  sub- 
jected to  detailed  routine  inspection,  as  well  as  those  who, 
because  of  absence  for  any  other  reason,  were  missed  in  the  age 
group  the  previous  year. 

(7)  Special  examinations — pupils  examined  at  the  request  of 
parents,  teachers  or  health  visitors. 

(8)  Re-examinations — pupils  found  at  previous  inspections  to  be 
suffering  from  disease  or  defect  and  recommended  by  Medical 
Officers  for  re-examination. 

In  addition,  children  attending  Trek  Camps,  Swimming  Instruction, 
etc.,  were  medically  examined  under  special  arrangements,  and  alto- 
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gether  18,306  examinations  were  made  by  Medical  Officers  during  the 
year,  full  details  being  given  in  Table  I. 

Parents  Present.  The  number  of  parents  present  at  routine 
examinations  was  2,889  for  6,470  children  of  all  ages  or  44-65%. 
The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  children  in  the  different 
age  groups  who  were  accompanied  by  their  parents :

The  over-all  percentage  of  parents  attending  routine  examinations 
shows  a further  small  increase  on  last  year’s  figures.  We  should,  of 
course,  like  the  percentage  to  be  higher,  as  it  is  of  great  benefit  if  the 
doctor  and  parent  can  have  a short  informal  talk. 

Clothing  and  Footgear.  Clothing  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
in  0-18%  of  cases,  and  unsatisfactory  footgear  was  found  in  0-03% 
of  cases. 

Smallpox  Vaccination.  81-17%  of  the  children  examined  as 
“routines”  were  found  to  be  vaccinated. 

Uncleanliness.  The  position  with  regard  to  uncleanliness  is  given 
in  Tables  III,  VII  and  Vlll.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  routine  examina- 
tions, where  the  parents  are  warned  beforehand,  0-4%  of  5-year-old 
girls,  0-4%  of  9-year-old  girls  and  0-7%  of  13-year-old  girls  had 
infested  heads. 

Following  the  cleanliness  inspections  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Autumn  Terms  a review  was  again  made  of  all  the  cleanliness  returns 
made  in  respect  of  schools  over  the  past  three  years.  In  twenty-four 
schools  where  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  in 
the  pupils  had  been  consistently  maintained  it  was  decided  to  forego 
the  cleanliness  inspections  at  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  and  Summer 
Terms,  thus  effecting  a further  saving  in  loss  of  educational  time. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  close  liaison  to  be  maintained  between 
the  appropriate  Head  Teachers  and  Health  Visitors  concerned  so  that 
any  cases  of  head  infestation,  etc.,  being  suspected  would  be  dealt 
with  as  soon  as  possible.  No  such  special  cases  were  notified. 

A total  of  53,639  special  examinations  for  uncleanliness  were  made 
in  the  schools  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
acting  in  their  capacity  as  School  Nurses.  During  the  year  340 
children  were  reported  as  suffering  from  nits  and  17  were  reported  as 
suffering  from  head  vermin.  This  represents  approximately  only 
1-7%  of  the  total  school  population  as  suffering  from  this  obnoxious 
condition.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII,  314  of  these  cases  were 
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cleaned  up  during  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  the  session  3 1 cases  had 
improved,  12  cases  had  left  school.

In  addition  to  treatments  the  Inspectresses  in  their  follow-up  work 
carried  out  2,423  reinspections  of  infected  children.  The  Inspectresses 
also  made  401  home  visits,  the  value  of  which  is  borne  out  by  the  fact 
that  156  children  were  cleansed  by  the  parents  at  home,  where,  of 
course,  the  main  problem  of  uncleanliness  lies.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  the  Cleanliness  Inspectresses  are 
devoting  a considerable  part  of  their  time  to  duties  other  than 
cleanliness  of  cases  referred  to  them.  They  are  thereby  freeing 
Health  Visiting  staff  for  other  duties  and  are  a most  valuable  ad- 
dition to  the  Health  team. 
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Skin  Conditions.  The  incidence  of  these  is  dealt  with  in  Tables  III, 
VI  and  IX.  The  cases  found  at  routine  inspection  were  166  or 
2-56%. 

Nutrition.  0 -97%  of  the  children  at  routine  inspection  were  found 
to  be  slightly  undernourished  and  16  children  (0-25%)  badly  under- 
nourished. 

The  average  heights  and  weights  of  the  children  examined  in 
routine  inspections  are  given  in  Table  II.  In  accordance  with  the 
instructions  in  S.H.H.D.  Circular  179/63,  these  are  calculated  on 
the  heights  and  weights  of  children  bom  on  the  5th,  15th  and  25th  of 
the  month  only. 

Mouth,  Nose,  Throat  and  Glands.  The  position  here  is  satis- 
factory, not  more  than  2-44%  of  the  children  being  found  with 
serious  defect.  Enlarged  tonsils  requiring  observation  at  6-51% 
and  enlarged  glands  at  6-04%  formed  the  largest  groups  of  the  total 
number  of  children  examined. 

Vision.  228  children  were  found  at  routine  inspection  to  have  a 
degree  of  defective  vision  which  required  further  investigation  by  the 
School  Ophthalmologist  at  Eye  Clinics.  A total  of  1,645  children 
were  examined  at  Eye  Clinics  during  the  year.  Details  are  given  in 
Table  XI.  Of  the  children  examined,  547  were  being  seen  for  the 
first  time  and  309  of  these  had  glasses  prescribed.  1,098  were 
children  being  called  for  routine  follow-up,  etc.,  and  417  had  glasses 
prescribed.  It  will  be  noted  that  in  2 cases  the  parents  refused  to 
take  action.  These  cases  were  followed  up  by  Health  Visitors  and 
parents  agreed  to  have  their  children  seen  by  private  oculist.  Our 
Ophthalmic  Services  are  operated  under  the  National  Health  Service 
(Scotland)  Act,  the  Local  Authority  only  making  appointments  for 
examination  and  providing  the  clinic  premises.  Of  the  2,350  5-year- 
old  children  tested,  133  were  referred  to  the  Oculist  and  69*  had 
spectacles  prescribed. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Services  Clinic  at  Loanhead  was 
adapted  to  enable  Eye  Clinics  to  be  held.  This  now  means  a con- 
siderable saving  in  educational  time  for  those  pupils  who  formerly 
had  to  attend  Eye  Clinics  at  Penicuik. 

At  the  routine  inspection  of  9-year-old  children,  1,888  (969  boys. 
919  girls)  were  given  Ishihara  Colour  Vision  tests.  29  children,  'all 
boys,  were  reported  as  suffering  from  defective  colour  vision. 

External  Eye  Disease.  Cases  of  external  eye  disease  were  rare 
except  for  squints  (1-47%  of  routines),  which  were  dealt  with  as 
defective  vision  cases. 

Ears  and  Hearing.  1-03%  of  routine  cases  suffered  from  disease 
of  the  ears.  Hearing  tests  at  routine  medical  inspections,  necessarily 
inaccurate  because  of  lack  of  accurate  means  of  testing,  showed  that 
1-05%  of  the  children  tested  suffered  from  some  degree  of  loss  of 
hearing. 

In  the  routine  audiometric  tests  the  groups  tested  were  those 
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children  bom  in  1959  (5-year-old  age  group),  1957  (7-year-old  age 
group)  and  1953  (1 1-year-old  age  group).  In  addition  there  were  also 
tested  special  cases  referred  from  medical  inspections  and  other 
sources,  and  retests  were  carried  out  on  children  reported  as  de- 
fective from  last  audiometric  tests.  Any  1959,  1957  and  1953  age 
group  children  were  included  with  their  respective  age  groups  and  not 
in  the  “retest”  group.  Altogether  7,179  children  were  tested  and 
details  are  given  in  Table  XII. 

During  the  year  33  children  were  referred  to  the  Aurist  for  special 
investigation.

In  all  of  the  foregoing  cases,  general  practitioners  were  advised  of 
the  action  being  taken  and  of  the  Aurist’s  recommendations.  Where 
necessary,  Head  Teachers  were  sent  special  reports  for  inclusion  in 
Pupils’  Progress  Record  Cards  (Section  IX  Medical  Reports)  and 
were  asked  where  appropriate  to  arrange  for  special  seating  in  class. 
All  cases  are  kept  under  regular  observation  at  school. 

Speech.  Following  routine  examination,  55  children  were  re- 
ported as  suffering  from  articulatory  defects  and  9 from  stammering. 
Altogether  there  are  632  children  at  school  known  to  be  suffering  from 
defective  speech  (609  articulatory  defects  and  23  stammering).  A 
number  of  these  children  are  in  attendance  at  schools  not  visited  by 
the  Speech  Therapists.  The  following  report  is  made  by  the  Speech 
Therapists  who  are  on  the  staff  of  the  Director  of  Education :

Mental  and  Nervous  Condition.  96  children  (1  -47%)  were  noted  at 
routine  inspection  to  be  mentally  backward  or  to  suffer  from  be- 
haviour difficulties.  Most  of  these  children,  of  course,  are  dealt  with 
as  special  cases.  Mental  testing  of  backward  children,  however,  is 
confined  to  those  referred  as  likely  to  require  certification,  or  transfer 
to  a special  school  or  special  class  in  an  ordinary  school,  and  the 
reassessment  of  children  already  in  attendance  at  special  schools  or 
classes.  145  such  children  were  examined  by  School  Medical  Officers 
during  the  year.

Of  the  above,  85  were  children  already  attending  Special  Schools  or 
Classes  who  were  given  regular  reassessment  examinations  or  ex- 
amined with  a view  to  a report  under  Sect.  66  of  the  Act.  The 
remaining  60  children  were  in  Ordinary  Schools  or  not  yet  in  at- 
tendance, 44  being  examined  specially  for  the  first  time  and  16  being 
given  routine  follow-up  examinations.  The  average  age  of  the 
children  examined  for  the  first  time  at  school  was  7 years. 

During  the  year  39  children  were  allotted  vacancies  in  Special 
Schools  or  Special  Classes. 

Throughout  the  year  3 children  were  referred  through  the  School 
Health  Service  to  the  Psychiatrist,  Dept,  of  Psychological  Medicine, 
Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children.  Cases  are  generally  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  by  assistant  medical  officers, 
educational  psychologist,  health  visitors  or  class  teachers.  In  all 
cases  the  general  practitioners  are  consulted  and  they  are  sent  copies 
of  all  subsequent  reports  by  the  Psychiatrist.  The  reasons  for 
referral  this  year  were  as  follows:

The  Psychiatrist  reports  that,  including  the  above,  there  are  ap- 
proximately 217  children  from  this  area  under  supervision  at  the 
Department  of  Psychological  Medicine.  Most  of  these  have  been 
referred  directly  from  general  practitioners. 

The  stock  of  enuresis  alarm  outfits  has  been  further  increased  and 
there  are  now  13  outfits  available  for  issue  to  cases  in  Midlothian  and 
Peeblesshire.  During  the  year  outfits  were  issued  to  31  children,  15 
cases  being  treated  successfully,  3 being  unsuccessful  largely  on 
account  of  lack  of  parental  co-operation  and  13  cases  are  continuing 
treatment.  Of  the  15  children  treated  successfully,  there  are  to  date 
reports  of  2 children  having  regressed. 

Heart  Disease,  96  children  (1-48%)  examined  at  routine  inspec- 
tion were  found  to  suffer  from  some  heart  abnormality,  but  in  79  of 
these  cases  the  disability  was  of  a temporary  nature  only. 

Lungs.  106  (1-64%)  examined  at  routine  inspections  were  found 
to  have  an  abnormal  condition  of  the  lungs. 

Skin  testing  and,  if  necessary,  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuber- 
culosis was  offered  to  all  school  children  known  to  be  contacts  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis.  Acceptances  were  receive  for  all  these  children 
and  the  results  were  as  follows:

Continuing  the  scheme  for  protection  of  school  leavers,  94-3  /0  ot 
the  13-year-old  group  of  children,  for  whom  parental  consent  was 
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received,  were  skin  tested,  and  children  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  or 
chest  X-ray  examination  according  to  the  results.  X-raying  of 
positive  reactors  to  the  skin  testing  (24%  of  whole)  showed  no 
evidence  of  infection.  No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found. 

Fuller  details  of  the  skin  testing,  etc.,  are  given  in  Tables  XX-XX1. 

All  of  the  13-year-old  group  of  children  with  the  two  strongest 
grades  of  Heaf  reaction  were  regarded  as  cases  and  their  family 
contacts  were  again  skin  tested  and  given  B.C.G.  or  X-rayed  if  of 
pre-school  or  school  age,  or  X-rayed  if  over  this  age. 

There  were  28  such  reactors  with  5 pre-school,  24  school  and  79 
adult  contacts.  15  children  were  given  B.C.G.  1 pre-school  child, 
9 school  children,  and  53  adults  were  X-rayed.  No  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis were  found. 

Many  of  the  remaining  children  and  adults  had  previously  been 
examined  as  contacts  of  cases. 

Deformities.  512  (7-89%)  routine  cases  had  some  form  of  physical 
deformity. 

General  Statement  of  Defects.  Table  IV  gives  a summary  of  the 
position  of  the  routine  inspection  cases  classified  according  to  the 
degree  or  type  of  defect  present.  It  will  be  seen  that  55-2%  of  these 
examined  were  free  from  all  defects. 

Table  V gives  the  total  numbers  of  exceptional  children  in  the  area. 

The  2 children  in  the  grade  2 (a)  (partially  sighted)  group  attending 
the  ordinary  school  are  kept  under  regular  supervision  by  the  Schools 
Ophthalmologist  and  no  change  in  educational  facilities  is  considered 
necessary.

These  children  are  kept  under  observation  by  Health  Visitors,  and 
are  visited  during  the  school  holidays  by  Medical  Officers,  who  may 
make  recommendations  regarding  general  health  and  supervision. 
During  the  session  78  visits  were  made  by  Medical  Officers. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

(A)  Minor  Ailments.  Particulars  of  the  cases  attending  with 
minor  ailments  are  given  in  Table  IX.  Arrangements  exist  whereby 
children  with  ringworm  of  the  scalp  receive  X-ray  treatment  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh.  During  the  year  there  was  no  such  case 
reported. 

(B)  Defective  Vision  and  Squint.  Details  of  the  treatment  of 
defective  vision  cases  are  given  in  Table  XI.  Occlusion  is  the  chiet 
method  used  for  the  treatment  of  squint,  and  18  cases  were  so  dealt 
with  during  the  year,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ophthalmologist 
and  Health  Visitors. 

In  addition  the  Schools  Ophthalmologist,  in  his  capacity  as 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  referred  5 
children  to  hospital  for  further  examination  and  treatment  where 
necessary.

During  the  year  286  new  cases  (110  pre-school  and  176  school) 
were  seen  by  the  Schools  Orthopaedic  Consultant  and  1,126  old  cases 
(195  pre-school  and  931  school)  were  re-examined.  Pre-school 
children  were  given  1,097  treatments  or  advice,  while  the  school 
children  made  13,752  visits.  In  addition  Physiotherapists  made 
1,088  domiciliary  visits  to  discuss  cases  with  parents,  etc.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  298  pre-school  and  1,485  school  children  on 
the  register.  Details  are  given  in  Tables  XIII-XVI.

DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 
Report  by  Chief  Dental  Officer 

Altogether  10,261  school  children  were  presented  for  inspection 
throughout  the  year:  8,158  or  79-5%  (83-5%)  showed  some  form  of 
defect  and  7,677  or  941  % (91  -6%)  of  the  defective  cases  were  offered 
treatment  of  whom  6,019  or  78-4%  (77-9%)  accepted  and  6,007 
(6,420)  were  treated  and  made  27,064  (25,315)  attendances  at  the 
various  clinics  for  treatment.  By  the  end  of  the  year  91  ’4o0  (83-9%) 
of  the  cases  treated  had  been  made  dentally  fit.  The  comparative 
percentages  for  last  year  are  bracketed.  These  figures  do  not  include 
orthodontic  cases  which  are  recorded  separately  in  Table  XX  of  the 
Appendix. 


The  number  of  children  counted  as  acceptances  has  been  deliber- 
ately restricted  only  to  those  who  received  their  first  treatment  visit 
prior  to  31st  July,  1965.  This  is  done  for  convenience  in  recording, 
all  other  cases  already  inspected,  but  still  remaining  untreated,  will 
not  be  recorded  as  acceptances  until  they  make  their  first  treatment 
visit  in  the  new  school  year. 

The  acceptance  rate  on  the  basis  of  the  current  year’s  work  for  all 
school  children  inspected — both  routine  and  specials — is  78-4%,  but 
when  estimated  only  from  the  list  of  schools  actually  completed 
during  the  past  year  following  systematic  dental  inspection — thus 
excluding  all  specials — the  acceptance  of  treatment  rate  is  only 
69-80/o  which  is  2-8%  down  on  the  previous  year  and  about  1-3% 
below  the  average  recorded  when  the  same  group  of  schools  last 
underwent  treatment.  This  is  exceedingly  disappointing  but  it 
should  be  noted  that  it  is  only  a primary  rate  and  no  follow-up  effort 
has  been  attempted  to  boost  it  on  account  of  difficulty  in  coping  with 
the  large  amount  of  work  on  hand  and  subsequent  delay  in  progressing 
round  the  schools.  The  time  lag  between  school  visits  now  averages 
25-1  months,  a reduction  of  nearly  three  months  when  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

The  usual  annual  dental  inspection  was  carried  out  at  both  oc- 
cupational centres  Cockpen  and  Glenalmond,  followed  when  neces- 
sary, by  treatment  at  the  County  Clinics. 

Full  details  of  the  current  year’s  work  are  set  out  in  Tables  XVII- 
XIX.  By  comparison  with  last  year  there  was  a reduction  of  522  in 
the  number  of  children  examined,  of  413  in  the  number  treated  but 
an  increase  of  1,749  in  treatment  attendances. 

65  fewer  sessions  were  devoted  to  inspection  and  treatment  by  the 
dental  officers  and  the  dental  auxiliary  spent  222  sessions  on  treat- 
ment and  20  on  dental  health  education  thus  making  a valuable 
contribution  to  the  year’s  work. 

A comparative  analysis  of  the  total  output  of  work  for  the  year  with 
respect  to  school  children  shows  in  the  following  Table,  only  very 
slight  variation  from  the  output  figures  of  the  previous  three  years.

Two  new  schools  were  officially  opened  during  the  year,  the  Mussel- 
burgh New  Burgh  School  and  the  West  Calder  New  High  School. 
A medical  suite  is  incorporated  in  each  of  these  schools  which  will 
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facilitate  routine  inspection  and  treatment  of  the  pupils  in  modern 
and  convenient  rooms  on  the  school  premises.  This  excellent 
arrangement,  however,  could  further  stretch  our  “portable"  equip- 
ment resources  beyond  our  ability  to  meet  the  demand  without 
provision  of  additional  surgery  equipment  for  use  in  school  premises.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
AND  PERSONAL  HYGIENE 


Swimming  Instruction 

The  Education  Committee  have  continued  to  give  all  Primary  VI 
pupils  the  opportunity  of  learning  to  swim  and  all  Secondary  II 
pupils  the  opportunity  of  learning  life-saving.  A scheme  during 
school  hours  was  conducted  for  pupils  attending  schools  in  Dalkeith- 
Lasswade-Gorebridge-Musselburgh  areas  and  a holiday  scheme  was 
conducted  in  July  for  pupils  attending  other  schools  in  the  County. 
2,282  pupils  took  part  in  the  two  schemes:  1,312  Primary  VI  pupils 
were  taught  to  swim  and  478  Secondary  II  pupils  gained  awards  of 
the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society. 

1,782  examinations  were  carried  out  on  children  taking  part  in 
swimming  instruction.  112  children  suffered  from  the  undernoted 
defects,  40  being  excluded  from  attendance.  Children  suffering  from 
conditions  of  uncleanliness  or  minor  skin  infections  were  allowed  to 
attend  after  satisfactory  treatment  had  been  carried  out:

Hostel  Treks 

In  July,  1965,  the  Education  Committee  provided  for  nearly  480 
pupils,  in  groups  of  20  approximately,  taking  part  in  hostel  treks 
during  the  holidays.  Four  groups  trekked  in  the  Trossachs,  four  in 
Arran,  four  in  the  Loch  Tay  area,  four  in  the  Cairngorm  area,  and 
eight  in  the  Lake  District. 

All  the  children  taking  part  were  given  a medical  inspection 
approximately  ten  days  before  each  trek  camp  was  due  to  begin 
and  a final  inspection  of  defective  cases,  absentees,  etc.,  was  made 
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on  the  morning  of  departure  of  each  party.  A circular  letter  was 
sent  to  all  parents  of  children  taking  part  in  the  trek  camps  stressing 
the  need  for  a high  standard  of  cleanliness.  At  the  inspection  the 
cleanliness  and  general  fitness  in  this  group  of  children  was  excellent. 
At  the  first  inspection  10  girls  were  reported  as  having  “nits,”  and  at 
the  final  inspection  these  cases  were  fit  to  attend.  No  children  were 
excluded  from  attendance  following  the  final  inspection. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  all  384  talks  were  given  in  44  schools  (11  secondary  schools,  32 
primary  schools  and  1 special  school).  This  was  1 1 more  primary 
schools  than  in  the  previous  year.  Details  are  given  in  Tables 
XXII  and  XXIII. 

SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  MILK  SCHEME 

School  Meals.  School  meals  are  supplied  from  3 central  kitchens 
in  the  County  and  from  27  school  kitchens. 

Mid-day  meals  are  available  at  69  schools  in  the  County.

Milk  in  Schools  Scheme.  Milk  of  “T.T.”  or  pasteurised  quality 
was  available  at  all  our  schools  during  this  session. 

The  average  daily  number  of  children  who  had  milk  at  school 
during  the  session  was  18,185.  This  represents  approximately 
85-9%  of  the  total  school  roll. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  children  of  school 
age  unable  to  attend  school,  and  children  absent  due  to  illness,  can 
have  milk  (on  recommendation  of  Medical  Officer)  at  home.  During 
the  year  15  such  recommendations  were  made. 

HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN  LEAVING  SCHOOL 

The  Midlothian  and  Peeblesshire  Youth  Committee  are  advised  of 
any  physically  or  mentally  handicapped  children  leaving  school  w'hose 
suitability  for  employment  is  limited.  In  the  course  of  the  year  109 
Midlothian  children  were  so  reported. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

During  the  year  1,842  children  of  school  age  were  given  “booster”, 
injections  against  diphtheria.  The  number  of  children  admitted  to 
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school  for  the  first  time  and  who  had  already  been  given  “booster” 
injections  was  1,639  or  79%  of  all  new  entrants.  A special  check 
made  on  all  school  medical  records  at  the  end  of  June  showed  that 
only  875  cards  (approx.  4-2%)  bore  no  record  of  children  being  im- 
munised against  diphtheria. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccinations  continued  to  be  offered  to  all  children 
over  6 months  of  age,  including  the  administration  of  a fourth 
dose  to  all  children  entering  school  at  the  age  of  five  years  who 
had  been  vaccinated  prior  to  1962  with  the  Salk  vaccine.  During  the 
year  2,165  children  from  6 months  of  age  to  16  years  of  age  were 
given  primary  vaccination  and  1,899  were  given  a fourth  dose.  A 
special  check  made  on  all  school  medical  records  as  above  showed 
that  1,110  cards  (approximately  5-3%  of  the  school  population 
of  20,878)  bore  no  record  of  children  being  vaccinated  against 
Poliomyelitis. 

A special  check  was  also  made  in  regard  to  smallpox  vaccination. 
3,934  children  (or  18-8%  of  the  school  population)  were  found  to  be 
not  vaccinated.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS 

During  the  past  session,  toilet  accommodation  in  primary  schools 
was  inspected  to  assess  it  from  the  hygiene  aspect  and  also  to  deter- 
mine whether  there  were  sufficient  fittings  for  the  number  of  pupils  on 
the  school  roll. 

Of  all  the  schools  inspected,  only  two  schools  had  unsatisfactory 
toilet  accommodation.  Both  these  schools  had  outside  toilets,  one  of 
these  being  Skirling  School  where  workmen  are  at  present  in  the  pro- 
cess of  modernising  these  toilets.  The  other  school  having  unsatis- 
factory toilet  accommodation  was  Stobo  School,  but  here  again  plans 
have  been  made  to  modernise  the  accommodation  in  this  school. 

In  a few  schools  washing  facilities  were  not  very  satisfactory.  In 
Stobo  School  only  cold  water  was  available  and  hands  had  to  be 
dried  by  roller  towels.  Skirling  School  also  had  roller  towels,  but  as 
mentioned,  in  both  these  schools  the  toilet  accommodation  is  to  be 
brought  up  to  present  day  standards.  Halyrude  School,  unlike  its 
partner  Kingsland  School,  continues  to  have  roller  towels,  as  does 
Peebles  R.C.  School.  Despite  these  roller  towels  being  changed 
two  or  three  times  per  week,  they  are  undoubtedly  an  unhygienic 
method  of  hand  drying  and  should  be  replaced  either  by  disposable 
paper  towels  or  by  hot  air  driers.  In  the  case  of  Walkerbum  School, 
there  is  one  hot  air  drier  in  each  of  the  boys’  and  girls’  toilets.  There 
are  five  washhand  basins  in  each  toilet  and  one  hot  air  drier  is  not 
sufficient  to  cope  with  all  the  children  who  have  to  wash  their  hands 
prior  to  having  school  dinners.  These  two  hot  air  driers  could  be 
supplemented  with  disposable  paper  towels.  These  various  matters 
are  having  attention.

THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Number  Examined.  In  accordance  with  S.H.H.D.  Circular 
20/1964,  the  following  groups  of  children  underwent  systematic 
inspection : 

(1)  Entrants  (children  entering  school  for  the  first  time). 

(2)  Pupils  born  in  1957  (Visual  Acuity  and  Hearing  only). 

(3)  Pupils  bom  in  1955. 

(4)  Pupils  bom  in  1951. 

(5)  Pupils  born  in  1948. 

(6)  Other  systematic  examinations — pupils  not  previously  sub- 
jected to  detailed  routine  inspection,  as  well  as  those  who, 
because  of  absence  for  any  other  reason,  were  missed  in  the  age 
group  the  previous  year. 

(7)  Special  examinations — pupils  examined  at  the  request  of 
parents,  teachers  or  health  visitors. 

(8)  Re-examinations- — pupils  found  at  previous  inspections  to  be 
suffering  from  disease  or  defect  and  recommended  by  Medical 
Officers  for  re-examination. 

In  addition  examinations  were  carried  out  on  children  requiring 
transport,  etc.  Altogether  1,028  examinations  were  made  by  Medical 
Officers  during  the  year,  full  details  being  given  in  Table  Ia. 

Parents  Present.  The  number  of  parents  present  at  routine 
examinations  was  195  for  578  children  of  all  ages  or  33-7%.  The 
following  figures  show  the  number  of  children  in  the  different  age 
groups  who  were  accompanied  by  their  parents:

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Clothing  and  Footgear.  No  case  of  unsatisfactory  clothing  or  of 
unsatisfactory  footgear  was  found  at  routine  inspection. 

Smallpox  Vaccination.  82-69%  of  the  children  examined  at 
routine  inspection  were  found  to  be  vaccinated. 

Uncleanliness.  The  position  with  regard  to  uncleanliness  is  given 
in  Tables  IIIa,  VIIa  and  VIIIa.  The  degree  of  infestation  is  still 
small. 

Skin  Conditions.  9 children  (1-56%)  were  found  at  routine 
inspection  to  suffer  from  skin  conditions. 

Nutrition.  1 -56%  of  children  at  routine  inspection  were  found  to 
be  slightly  undernourished  and  0-17%  badly  undernourished. 

The  average  heights  and  weights  of  children  examined  in  routine 
inspections  are  given  in  Table  IIa. 

Mouth,  Nose,  Throat  and  Glands.  The  total  number  of  cases  with 
defects  was  22  or  3-80%.  50%  of  these  defects  occurred  in  the 

5-year-old  group  of  children. 

Vision.  14  children  were  found  at  routine  inspection  to  have 
defective  vision  requiring  treatment.  108  children  were  seen  at  Eye 
Clinics  during  the  year,  details  being  given  in  Table  XIa.  Of  the 
children  examined,  36  were  being  seen  for  the  first  time  and  69  were 
children  being  called  for  routine  re-examination,  etc.  Of  the  202 
5-year-old  children  tested,  9 were  referred  to  the  oculist  and  6 had 
glasses  prescribed. 

Of  the  199  (101  boys,  98  girls)  9-year-old  children  given  Ishihara 
Colour  Vision  tests,  4 boys  were  reported  as  suffering  from  defective 
vision. 

External  Eye  Disease.  Cases  of  external  eye  disease  were  few-, 
though  13  or  2-25%  of  the  “routine”  children  were  found  to  have  a 
squint. 

Ears  and  Hearing.  Hearing  tests  at  routine  medical  inspections, 
necessarily  inaccurate  because  of  lack  of  accurate  means  of  testing, 
showed  1 case  to  suffer  from  some  degree  of  loss  of  hearing. 

In  the  routine  audiometric  tests  the  groups  tested  were  those 
children  born  in  1959  (5-year-old  group),  1957  (7-year-old  group) 
and  1953  (11-year-old  group).  In  addition  there  were  also  tested 
special  cases  referred  from  medical  inspections  and  other  sources, 
and  retests  were  carried  out  on  children  reported  as  defective  from 
last  audiometric  tests.  Any  1959,  1957  and  1963  age  group  children 
were  included  with  their  respective  age  groups  and  not  included 
in  the  “retest”  group.  Altogether  693  children  were  tested  and 
details  are  given  in  Table  XIIa. 

Hitherto  there  has  been  difficulty  with  regard  to  certain  children 
who  required  special  hearing  aids  because  they  suffered  from  high 
frequency  deafness.  These  aids  have  hitherto  not  been  available 
under  the  National  Health  Service,  but  as  the  result  of  special  ar- 
rangements made  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
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Board,  it  is  now  possible  to  have  appropriate  aids  supplied.  The 
present  position  is  as  follows:

Speech.  Speech  defects  were  found  in  8 children  at  routine 
examinations,  representing  1-38%. 

Unfortunately,  the  Speech  Therapist  resigned  on  5/11/63,  and  no 
replacement  has  been  possible. 

Mental  and  Nervous  Conditions.  2 children  (0-35%)  were  noted  at 
routine  inspection  to  be  mentally  backward  or  to  suffer  from  be- 
haviour difficulties. 

During  the  year  14  children  in  this  group  were  examined  specially 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  Recommendations  were  made  as

One  boy,  suffering  from  temper  tantrums  and  non-acceptance  of 
discipline,  was  referred  to  the  Psychiatrist,  Department  of  Psycho- 
logical Medicine,  Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children.  The  Psychia- 
trist reports  that  there  are  8 Peeblesshire  children  under  supervision 
at  hospital.  Most  of  these  have  been  referred  direct  by  general 
practitioners. 

Heart  Disease.  15  children  (2-60%)  examined  at  routine  inspec- 
tion suffered  from  some  heart  condition,  but  no  severe  disability  was 
evident. 

Lungs.  8 children  (1-38%)  examined  at  routine  inspection  were 
found  to  have  some  abnormality  of  the  lungs. 

Skin  testing  and,  if  necessary,  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuber- 
culosis was  offered  to  all  school  children  known  to  be  contacts  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis.  The  results  were  as  follows:

13-year-old  group  children  with  the  two  strongest  grades  of  Heaf 
reaction  are  regarded  as  cases  and  their  family  contacts  are  duly  skin 
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tested  and  given  B.C.G.  or  X-rayed  if  of  school  or  pre-school  age,  or 
X-rayed  if  over  this  age.  There  was  1 such  reactor  who  had  1 pre- 
school, 1 school  and  2 adult  contacts.  One  child  was  given  B.C.G. 
and  one  child  and  two  adults  were  X-rayed  and  found  to  be  clear. 

The  skin  testing  and  giving  of  B.C.G.  to  all  13-year-old  school 
children  was  continued  this  year.  One  boy  failed  to  attend  for  X-ray 
X-ray  on  22/3/65.  This  boy  was  later  notified  by  his  Doctor  on 
25/5/65  to  be  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  is  now  a 
patient  in  Bangour  Hospital. 

32  Class  Mates  were  X-rayed  and  all  were  found  to  have  negative 
films. 

7 Teachers  who  were  also  contacts  of  this  boy  were  also  X-rayed. 
Again  films  were  all  negative. 

Details  of  the  skin  testing,  etc.,  are  given  in  Tables  XXIa-XXIIa. 

Deformities.  45  cases  (7-79%)  of  fairly  marked  physical  de- 
formity were  found  at  routine  inspection. 

General  Statement  of  Defects.  Table  IVa  gives  a summary  of  the 
position  of  the  routine  inspection  cases  classified  according  to  the 
degree  or  type  of  defect.  64-7%  of  those  examined  were  free  from 
all  defects.  Table  Va  gives  the  total  numbers  of  exceptional  children 
in  the  area.  There  is  1 child  of  school  age  who  is  not  yet  in  attendance 
at  school  and  who  is  kept  under  regular  supervision  by  the  Medical 
and  Health  Visiting  staff. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

(A)  Minor  Ailments-  Particulars  of  the  cases  attending  with 
minor  ailments  are  given  in  Table  IXa.  Treatment  of  minor  ail- 
ments takes  place  in  all  schools  in  the  County. 

(B)  Defective  Vision  and  Squint.  Details  of  the  action  taken  in 
defective  vision  cases  are  given  in  Table  XIa.  Occlusion  is  the  chief 
method  used  for  the  treatment  of  squint.  Four  cases  were  so  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  In  addition  the  Schools  Ophthalmologist  in 
his  capacity  as  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
referred  one  child  suffering  from  congenital  right  macular  choroiditis 
to  hospital  for  further  examination  and  treatment. 

(C)  Nose  and  Throat  (Operative  Treatment).  Children  suffering 
from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  treated  at  Cottage  Hospitals 
under  arrangements  made  with  the  Borders  Hospitals  Board  of 
Management. 

(D)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects  (Specialist  Treatment). 

Children  requiring  operative  treatment  are  at  present  admitted  to 
Peel  Hospital,  Galashiels,  or  Princess  Margaret  Rose  Hospital, 
Edinburgh.  During  the  year  to  31st  July,  1965,  14  children  on  the 
orthopaedic  list  were  admitted  to  Peel  Hospital. 

Apart  from  these  hospital  cases,  3 new  pre-school  and  40  new 
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school  cases  were  seen  by  the  surgeon  and  6 pre-school  and  133 
school  children  previously  seen  were  re-examined.  School  children 
made  1,092  visits  for  treatment  or  advice.  In  addition,  the  Physio-^ 
therapist  made  17  domiciliary  visits.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  8 pre-school  and  158  school  children  on  the  register.  Details 
are  given  in  Tables  XIIIa-XVIa. 

(E)  “Follow-up”  Home  Visitation.  “Follow-up”  visits  made  by 
Health  Visitors  to  homes  of  children  referred  from  school  medical 
and  cleanliness  inspections,  etc.,  were  as  follows:

DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 
Report  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer 

It  has  been  possible  once  again  to  include  all  the  rural  schools  on 
the  dental  treatment  list  during  the  past  year  by  utilising  the  services, 
for  short  periods,  of  some  of  the  dental  officers  normally  employed 
in  the  Midlothian  area.  This  has  proved  a satisfactory  arrangement 
and  has  enabled  all  school  children  outwith  Peebles  and  Innerleithen 
to  receive  annual  dental  examination  without  detriment  to  those 
residing  in  the  two  Burghs  which  are  visited  weekly  by  the  dental 
officer  on  specified  days  to  deal  with  emergencies  and  continuation  of 
treatment  visits. 

Altogether  1,056  school  children  were  inspected  during  the  school 
year,  885  or  83-8%  (88-3%)  showed  some  form  of  dental  defect; 
768  or  86-8%  (91  1%)  of  the  defective  cases  were  offered  treatment  of 
whom  713  or  92-8%  (92-6%)  accepted,  710  (560)  were  treated  and 
made  3,568  (3,763)  attendances  at  the  various  clinics.  The  com- 
parative figures  for  last  year  are  bracketed. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  do  not  include  orthodontic 
cases  which  are  recorded  separately  in  Table  XXa  of  the  Appendix. 

All  children  with  defects  who  were  not  offered  treatment  were 
either  already  under  the  care  of  private  practitioners  or  their  dental 
defects  were  so  trivial  that  treatment  was  considered  unnecessary. 

The  number  of  acceptances  recorded  refers  only  to  those  children 
who  received  their  first  treatment  visit  during  the  school  year  under 
review.  Other  cases  already  inspected,  but  still  untreated,  will  not 
be  counted  as  acceptances  until  they  make  their  first  visit  for  treat- 
ment in  the  new  school  year. 

The  acceptance  rate  based  on  the  current  year’s  work  for  all  school 
children  inspected — both  routine  and  special — is  92-8%,  but  when 
estimated  only  from  the  list  of  schools  actually  completed  during  the 
year  following  systematic  dental  inspection — thus  excluding  all 
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“specials” — the  acceptance  of  treatment  rate  is  only  81-3%  which  is 
3-3%  below  that  of  the  previous  year.  It  is  displeasing  to  record 
even  a slight  fall  in  acceptance  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
81-8%  is  still  remarkably  high  for  primary  acceptance  figure  entirely 
unstimulated  by  any  follow-up  effort. 

The  average  interval  between  two  consecutive  treatment  visits  to 
any  one  school  has  been  further  reduced  by  1-4  to  15-4  months. 
This  is  of  course  a fluctuating  figure  controlled  by  the  larger  schools 
in  the  Burghs  and  dependant  on  the  ability  of  the  dental  officer  to 
carry  out  the  systematic  treatment  expeditiously  and  without  too 
many  external  interruptions  by  children  from  other  schools  de- 
manding priority  treatment  and  thus  jumping  the  “queue”  at  the 
expense  of  their  follows. 

Details  of  the  year’s  work  appear  in  Tables  XVIIa-XXa. 

By  comparison  with  last  year,  there  was  an  increase  amounting  to 
304  in  the  total  number  of  children  inspected,  of  163  in  the  number 
offered  treatment  and  153  in  the  number  actually  treated.

HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN  LEAVING  SCHOOL 

The  Midlothian  and  Peeblesshire  Youth  Committee  are  advised  of 
any  physically  or  mentally  handicapped  children  leaving  school  whose 
suitability  for  employment  is  limited.  In  the  course  of  the  year  5 
Peeblesshire  children  were  so  reported. 
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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

During  the  year  134  children  were  given  “booster”  injections 
against  diphtheria.  The  number  of  children  admitted  to  school  for 
the  first  time  and  who  had  already  been  given  “booster”  injections 
was  115  or  65%  of  all  new  entrants.  A special  check  made  on  all 
school  medical  records  at  the  end  of  June  showed  that  136  cards 
(approx.  6%)  bore  no  record  of  children  being  immunised  against 
diphtheria. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccinations  continued  to  be  offered  to  all  children 
over  6 months  of  age,  including  the  administration  of  a fourth 
dose  to  all  children  entering  school  at  the  age  of  5 years  who  had 
been  vaccinated  prior  to  1962  with  the  Salk  vaccine.  During  the 
year  316  children  from  6 months  of  age  to  16  years  of  age  were  given 
primary  vaccinations  (i.e.,  3 doses)  and  121  were  given  a fourth 
dose.  A special  check  made  on  all  school  medical  records  as 
above  showed  that  146  children,  approximately  7%  of  the  school 
population  of  2,032,  were  not  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis. 

A special  check  was  also  made  in  regard  to  smallpox  vaccination 
256  children  or  13%  of  the  school  population  were  found  to  be  not 
vaccinated.
